There 
was a huge and successful parade 
at Kansas City and a major ad- 
dress, Then he went back to the 
airplanes, took off and descended 
at St. Louis. There was a three- 
hour whistle-stop trip by bus, and, 
finally, we were in St. Louis again 
just in time to eat hastily, and go 
to the speech. It was historic, 
with 20,000 present and 3,000 peo- 
ple unable to get in. 

How tired Adlai Stevenson was 
no one will know. He was born 
Feb. 5, 1900, and is 52 years old. 
He is in good shape, not at all 
fat, and, since his habits are 
good, he looks well and is. But he 
must have been bone weary. 
Speeches take things out of those 
who make them. They are not 
easy. 

After the talk there was a re- 
ception. 

When it was done, near mid- 
night, Adlai Stevenson went to his 
room. 

He then sat down to work. 

Assistants had sent in written 
suggestions for speeches to be 
made in New Orleans and Flor- 
ida. 

Since he makes the speeches he 
feels they must be his. So he does 
them. It is a back-breaking task. 
But when they are made they are 
his. 


Independent 


Here is a man so detcimined 
there will be none to say he is not 
indeed independent that he has 
almost no connection with the na- 
tional committee and the profes- 
sional politicians. The result, po- 
litically, is bad. The local com- 
mittees are not well organized. 
They don’t have much information 
about him. The man he chose for 
his national chairman, Steve 
Mitchell, was for a while busy 
putting corrupt Democrats in jail. 
And this does not endear him to 
some local groups. Also, he is in- 
nocent of politics. 

Wilson Wyatt, who was fired by 
Harry Truman, is heading up his 
office. Wyatt is a fine fellow, 
honest and sincere. But he has lit- 
tle skill at managing ar office. 
The governor wanted his head- 
quarters to be at Springfield, 
away from New York and Wash- 
ington. That's just fine, but it is 
out of the way. They can’t even 
get TV in Springfield and, as a 
consequence, can’t see their can- 
didate on the screen to check on 
him and make suggestions. 

The Stevenson special, with some 
wonderful fellows in charge of the 
same job, is more fun than the 
Eisenhower train. There is a spirit 
of fellowship and casualness which 
is relaxing and fine. But the 
speeches are late. The hotels are 
uncertain and sometimes we end 
up with hostile Ike men in charge.

mendous crowd greeted him, less 
than half could hear the outdoor 
address because no one had 
checked the amplifier in advance 
and didn’t know it was inadequate.

Eisenhower has, by his endorse- 
ment of Senator McCarthy, stooped 
‘‘so low”’ he is ‘‘not to be trusted 
with the great office of the presi- 
dency.”’ 

He lit into the GOP nominee at 
Utica, charging Eisenhower has 
‘betrayed his principles’ and ‘‘de- 
serted his friends.’’ 

At Albany, he charged Eisenhow- 
er has disqualified himself for the 
presidency by raising questions in 
the campaign that ‘“‘strike a blow 
at the morale’’ of free nations fight- 
ing in Korea.

WASHINGTON, Oct.”

Chelf and Keating said their in- 
quiry convinced ‘them that a ‘“‘seri- 
ous irregularity occurred’’ when 
the department ‘‘ordered only a 
preliminary investigation and then 
limited the FBI to interviewing 
only six individuals.”’

BOSTON, Oct. 10—(P—Denis W. 
Delaney, first internal revenue 
collector convicted in the national 
tax scandals, was granted a new 
trial today on grounds his bribe- 
taking conviction was influenced 
by undue ‘‘publicity.”’ 

The VU. S. Court of Appeals set 
aside the verdict of the federal 
jury that convicted Delaney and 
at the same time sharply criticized 
the congressional subcommittee 
that ‘“‘blackened and discredited’’ 
the collector before his trial. 

Delaney, 56, had been convicted 
‘of taking $7,500 in bribes and

$10,500, he has been free in $2,500 
bail while his counsel appealed the 
decision. 

“I am overjoyed and welcome a 
new trial,’’ Delaney said as he re- 
ceived the news at his suburban 
Stoneham home. 

No date has been set for a new 
trial.

The Race Issue 
Is a Falsehood 


The Atlanta Christian Council has 
acted with commendable wisdom and 
in accordance with Christian principles 
in condemning appeals to racial preju- 
dice in the current political campaign. 
Use of this un-American method has no 
place, for that matter, in any election. 

Nothing is so conducive to destruc- 
tion of good government than the dan- 
gerous open and undercover campaigns 
against groups of citizens because of 
their racial and religious backgrounds. 

Actually, the race question is a blind 
to hide the real issues. It is a device 
used by selfish seekers of power who 
camouflage their real intentions by un- 
reasoned appeals to prejudice. Through 
arousing hatred and fear they under- 
mine and destroy the rights of all the 
people. 

This nation is made up of all races 
and creeds. The founding fathers in- 
tended it to be that way. They set up 
safeguards for the rights of all people, 
regardless of origin or religion. To de- 
stroy these rights, would-be dictators 
must resort to the authoritarian tactics 
of setting group against group, race 
against race and creed against creed. 
Out of the chaos of hate, they hope to 
gain and maintain power. 

Injection of the race issue into the 
county unit amendment fight is as false 
as its use in other campaigns. The cry 
of “nigger, nigger” to hide the evil in- 
tentions of this amendment is an insult 
to the people of Georgia. 

The falsity of it all is apparent if 
one looks at circumstances wherein the 
unit system would favor the Negro. 
There are many counties, particularly in 
South Georgia, where the Negro popula- 
tion is equal or nearly equal to that of 
the whites. There are enough Negroes 
eligible to vote to form the balance of 
power in any election under the unit 
system. On the other hand, the populous 
North Georgia counties have few Negro 
citizens. So how can this argument 
stand? 

It is fallacious, vicious and rotten. It 
is a fraud perpetuated upon the people 
of this state to induce them to vote 
away their right to vote in a free gen- 
eral election. 

Let us not be fooled by these tactics. 
Let’s decide the issues on merit instead 
of emotion. 3 

And, above all, let us remember that 
the Christian religion’s major theme is 
the brotherhood of all men—love, not 
hate. 

It is time for church and all other 
groups to unite in concerted effort to 
wipe out the cancerous growth of hate 
and prejudice that those who would 
destroy our liberties employ for that 
purpose.

West Virginia’s Case 


Is Not an Exception | 


In conducting his self-styled “cru- 
sade” against corruption in government, 
General Eisenhower must have a tough 
hide to keep a straight face and endorse 
all his party’s candidates. After the 
Nixon affair, the issue appears slightly 
ridiculous. 

Nevertheless, in endorsing the Re- 
publican candidates, the general has put 
his stamp of approval on some queer 
specimens. Approval for them is in- 
compatible with any “crusade” against 
corrupt politicians. 

When the GOP nominee visited West 
Virginia recently, he was greeted in 
newspapers with an ad entitled “Demo- 
cratic Greetings to General Eisenhower.” 


The text asked a few questions that 


pointed out all too well what has hap- 
pened to the Republican candidate. It 
gently queried: 


“Now that you are in West Vir- 
. ginia, our people feel that they have 
a right to know where you stand on 
the Republican ticket in this state. 
Specifically, we want to know your 
position on the following: 

“Rush Holt, the Republican nomi- 
nee for governor, who was used by 
Nazi agents . . . who stood in the 
U. S. Senate and voted against planes 
for the Army, ships for the Navy, aid 
for our Allies, and Selective Service 
in those dark days you remember so 
well, general . .. who was described 
by West Virginia’s greatest Repub- 
lican leader, H. D. Hatfield of Hunt- 
ington, former governor and U. S. 
senator, as a ‘sort of revolting char- 
acter’... and who was dubbed the 
‘most useless member of the United 
States Senate’ by Washington news- 
paper correspondents. ... 

“Hal F. Morris, Republican nomi- 
nee for state treasurer, who before 
the 1932 election when he was assist- 
ant treasurer of West Virginia in the 
last Republican administration, bor- 
rowed a total of $48,609.76 from banks 
in Charleston, Huntington, Fairmont 
and Martinsburg in this state and then

Will Japan Cast Lot 
With Free Nations? 


In the cold-war battle with the 
Kremlin, there appears now and then 
some signs of success for American pol- 
icy that seem to point to eventual vic- 
tory. Such a sign came the other day 
in Japan, which also held an election. 
With the Japanese now free from Ameri- 
can control, the outcome was interest- 
ing, indeed. 

A party generally conceded to be 
highly conservative and reasonably pro- 
American won a decisive victory. The 
Japanese Communist Party, on the other 
hand, lost every one of its postwar-won 
22 seats in the Diet. 

In view of the recent riots the Jap 
Communists staged, the news is heart- 
ening in that it reflected a sharp popu- 
lar reaction against such activity. 

We are warned by observers, how- 
ever, that the results must not be taken 
as conclusive. Eventually world market 
conditions will have adverse effects on 


' Japanese prosperity and she must turn 


to Communist China for trade. Such a 
development will cast doubt on the cur- 
rent premise that Japan has decided to 
join on the side of freedom in the world 
power struggle. 

In the long run, Japan presents: the 
United States with as much of a prob- 
lem as does Germany. It faces tremen- 
dous questions if and when the Ko- 
rean war ends. It will take careful plan- 
ning by Americans and Japanese if the 
final result is to be a Japan firmly on 
the side of the free world.

Democratic 
Statisticians console themselves with the 
thought that, generally speaking, a large 
vote has meant a Democratic victory. But 
the rule has not always applied. President 
Truman won his surprise victory in 1948 
with a comparatively small vote. 


While President HST and General Ike 
are lambasting each other all over the lot, 
Governor Stevenson is continuing much of 
the lofty tone he adopted at the start. He 
has chosen the rapier as his weapon, rather 
than the heavy bludgeon the President and 
the general are employing. Some observers 
profess to believe this is the line of strategy 
the Democrats have mapped out from the 
beginning. If true, it probably means that 


_the Democrats hope to draw the Republican 
“candidate off base with the devastating at- 


tacks directed at him by Mr. Truman, while 
Governor Stevenson marches serenely on to 
capture the sober-minded independent vote— 
and victory. 


General Ike has not exactly “blown his 
top’’ yet, but he seems to be on the verge of 
it from some of the stinging rebukes hurled 
at him by the President. It is «difficult 
for a man to stand up under the charge of 
being an ingrate, of being unfit for the high 
office of president and of deceiving the pub- 
lic on his part in the formation of postwar 
foreign policy, without losing his temper. 
Once the general does that—and he has come 
close to it already—he is definitely on the 
defensive. Mr. Truman has been hammer- 
ing home these points relentlessly on his 
whistle-stop tour. Nor has he exhausted his 
ammunition yet, by any means. The worst 
is probably yet to come.

Georgia Working 
On Health Needs 


General Eisentiower, the five-star cam- 
paigner of a party not overly famous for 
sponsorship of measures of sweeping social 
significance, acknowledged in a speech this 
week that medical care in America isn’t all 
it should be. The lack of distribution of 
doctors was touched on indirectly by the 
general, who said: 


“Our doctors will be among the first to 
admit that—at present—too many of our peo- 
ple live too far from adequate medical care; 

| comeeae that too many of our peo- 

* ple find the cost of ade- 

*: quate medical care too 

pe heavy.” 


The general has touched — 


upon something that af- 
fects the people of Geor- 
gia. 

The latest directory of 
physicians, as compiled by 
the State Department of 
Health, reveals that in 
July of this year there 

were 2,292 practicing doctors in Georgia. 
The estimated population of the state, as 
of July 1, 1951, was 3,561,000 persons. An 
exercise in mathematics will reveal that this 
is the ratio roughly 1,500 persons to each 
doctor. A standard of adequacy, as pre- 
sented by the United States Public Health 
Service, is 1,000 persons per doctor. 


It is natural that doctors should congre- 
gate in large cities, for it is in metropolitan 
areas that the facilities are best and the 
patients are numerous and close at hand. 
Fulten County, for instance, has 674 of 
Georgia’s practicing physicians. 


When the abundance of doctors in metro- 
politan areas is considered, the ratio left 
for rural areas is slim indeed. Here’s the 
way it works out: 


There are nine counties in the state with 
a population rating of over_50,000. For the 
purpose of our thesis we shall deduct those 
counties from the state population total, 
along with the total number of doctors in 
the same counties. The result is that the 
remaining population and the remaining doc- 
tors present a ratio of one physician to each 
2,150 in population. 


That is what General Eisenhower was 
talking about. 


Georgia knows about the problem, and 
som@thing is being done. For one thing, 
large numbers of hospitals are being built 
in rural areas through the co-operative Fed- 
eral-State-Local Hill-Burton Act. These new 
hospitals, growing where ‘previously there 
thrived a large measure of medical despair, 
are bringing modern facilities to rural areas, 
and the modern facilities are, in turn, at- 
tracting young doctors. The 17 Hill-Burton 
hospitals now in operation in the. state al- 
ready have brought 55 new doctors to their 
communities. 


That’s not all the state is doing to meet 
the problem. A constitutional amendment to 
be voted on next month will set up a system 
of medical scholarships to encourage gradu- 
ating doctors to practice in rural areas. 
This amendment, one of the less controver- 
sial, is Amendment No. 4,

None of these things 
seemed to appeal to the boy much. So finale 
ly they asked him, “‘What do you want 
most?’ He replied, “I just want somebody 
to Jove me.”’ 


That is what we all want. Deep in every 

human heart is a hunger for love. Loneli- 
ness is a cross of more people than we reae 
lize. Yet people are hard i 
to love. They have so 
many faults, they say 
things they shouldn't, 
many have antagonistic 
and unattractive spirits. 
Yet Jesus told us to 
pray, ‘‘Forgive as we for- 
give.” This is the only 
petition He emphasized. 
Maybe it is the hardest 
one to pray. 

“For if you forgive not .

In fact, 
the more you study the faults of your friends, 
the harder it gets to pray this prayer, ‘‘As 
we forgive others.’’

From time to time, « dieters 
write to ask if sleep is fattening, 
if cutting .down on sleep is re- 
ducing, and how much sleep a 
dieter should have. 

Seven to eight hours! The right 
amount of sleep won't pile on 
pounds, but lack of adequate 
sleep is a potential weight-mak- 
er. It’s true that fewer calories 
are burned during sleep than at 
any other time. A woman burns 


.40 calories per pound per hour, 


and a man .43. So a 135-pound 
gal will use 54 calories per hour 
or 432 in eight hours. 

The slimming trick is to keep 
the dinner calories around a 
total of 500 which allows for a 
fairly good meal but not, of 
course, for rich dessert. About 
400 calories will be burned dur- 
ing the course of the evening 
even if you are just watching 
TV. And if you do not take a 
snack before calling it a day, 
you'll slim while you slumber. 


NO SNACKS, PLEASE 

What about bedtime snacks? 
To begin with a snack sounds 
like a mere trifle... a bit of 
crackers and cheese, and per- 
haps a cold bottle. Just a light 
lunch ... for a conservative 300 
calories. Or maybe a slice of 
bread ... and ham. M-m-m, 
tastés good. The cake’s not bad 
either . .. so light and fluffy, 
couldn't be fattening. And so 
to bed. 

Eating before retiring is large- 
ly habit and it is fattening. In- 
stead of calling that. lunch a 
snack, call it a weight-maker 
and recognize that this one bad 
habit may be all that is keeping 
you from having a slim figure. 


INSOMNIA’S FATTENING 

On the other hand, lack of 
sleep is potentially fattening for 
it drains energy and brings on 
velleity. That’s a $50 word 
which means a low degree of 
desire . . . a wish so faint as 
scarcely to be felt. Will power 
weakens and our dieter  suc- 
cumbs to any fattening tempta- 
tion.
